Treasure Island above © aw Hope for the awards ceremony, 
For you peons , an exianation of the race is in order, 
Each canoe travels 8 afiles with a crew of two, thru 
several sets of gates == objects fixed in the water -= 
thru which the scouts must maneuver in proper sequence 
(according to colors on the gates)...

‘Consequently their conclusions were 
drawn from whatever point of view you used to view the 
landing on the moon. Columbus did it with less and the. 
astronauts had a nation behind them and we cannot forget ~.
